It is heartbreaking to hear of yoirr brother's gradual decline. 

I too have spent 400 days in bed because of a tumor. I received 
roentgen therapy several times in I950. When I had a relapse later 
and carcinoma was suspected, I recovered again after X-ray treat- 
ment in 1952 and 195^. Since then I have waited in peace for 
death, but my time has not yet come. 

In 1950 when all the histological tests were remade, apparently 
the instruments were accidentally contaminated with three different 
types of tumors . These tumors must have started to grow, but 20 
days after they were Inoculated into my body (or more probably in- 
advertently introduced through contaminated dressings) I excised 
them, beca\:se certain places were turning black. 

As you see, Mr. Dulles, I have been immunized against sevei-al 
types of cancer. 


I ask the doctors attending your brother whether current 
medical science knows of immunity against cancer in general; whether 
the human blood creates specific antibodies in the initial stages 
of timior growth; and whether there is an ultravirus disease. 


If so, my blood (of the universal type, as far as I know) 
should contain specific antibodies against foxar types of tumors, 
including the basicellular carcinoma from which your brother is 
suffering.

I alone, who have been bedridden for months, can understand 
the pain, the worry, and the distress your brother is going through, 
and I alone can and want to rush to his aid if my help is still of 
value . 


I do not know; it may be so. Science is just like history .... 
an eternal development and rectification, because everything depends 
upon the motives and trends and opinions of the period when they 
are expressed and accepted. 

My letter has been long, but necessarily so. 

I repeat that if there is any mention of ray offer, I will not 
go. I detest publicity. If my offer of blood can be utilized, 

I shall be the happiest man in the world to see another cancer 
sufferer cured; if not, it will be as though this letter had never 
been written. In any case, Mr. Dulles, I send you irjy best wishes 
and my sympathy for your brother. Many people have told me that 
I have a guardian angel, that my cure was a miracle worked by the 
Capuchin monk Padre Fio di Pietralcina, etc. In any case, whether 
it was a natural or supernatural phenomenon, I am ready to share 
it with another sufferer, if my offer can help him. 

If I cannot be of service, please tear up this letter and 
forget me.
